But it was not long before 
the queen conceived defigns of beco- 
ming regent in his flead ; to facilitate 
the execution of her project, the court- 
ed and carefied all his; enemies, and in 
the year 1550,: two, years. after, the 
queen had beea fent to. France, fhe 
contrived, wudey the pretence of vifit- 
ing her, to carry. thither.in her. retinue 
all the Scots nobility who. poffeffed the 
chief power and credit in the nation, 
where heing foftened. by the pleafures 
of the French court, flattered by the 
civilities of the king, and influenced 
by the feafonable. diftribution of a tew 
favours, and .the liberal promife of 
many, they were.all brought to ap- 
prove the queen's intentions.

The regent foon finding her autha-

C dauphin, which, after fome difficulties 


arifing from a court faction, that were 
unwilling the honour of fo great an al- 
liance fhould’ be conferred on the houfe 
of Lorraia, was folemnized in France, 
in the prefence of eight members of 
the Scots parliament, who were, on that 


D occafion, chofen to reprefent the whole 


body of the,nation. 

‘This marriage was folemnized on the 
roth of April, 1558, the young queen 
being then juft fixteen years old ; and 
the reprefentatives of Scotland had, 
with great wifdom and integrity, ufed 
every pofhible precaution in the treaty 
of marriage, for preferving the liberty 
and independency of Scotland, and fe- 
curing the foccethon of the crown, up- 
on the death of the queen without 
iffue, in the houfe of Hamilton, of 
which Chatelberault was then the head ; 
but, by the fraudulent and’ perfidious 
artifices of the king and court of 
France, Mary had been perfaaded pre- 
vioufly to fubfcribe three“deeds, by 
which, in failure of heirs male of her 
own body, the conferred the kingdom 
of Scotland as afree gift upon the crown 
Gof Franée, declaring all engagements 

to the contrary, which the neceffity of 

her affairs"-had extorted, to be void. 
The youth, inexperiénce, foreign e- 
ducation of the queen, perfonal af- 
fegtion to the nobility of the French 
court, and deference to the will of the 

Duke of Guife, her uticle, are fufficient 

to vindicate her from any imputation 

of blame on this account ; but nothing 
could be more infamous than the arts 
by which fhe was betrayed, and the 
wretches that praétifed them, who, ta 
the indelible reproach of nominal roy- 
alty and nobility, were -Meary —-

To gratify the brutal ca- 
price of Henry VIII. both his daughters 
Mary and Elizabeth had been declared 
illegitimate by act of parliament ; and 
therefore, upon the death of their bro- 
ther Edward, the queeti of Scots ftood 
next in fucceffion, as defcending law- 
fully from Heury’s eldef filter, Margaret 
queen of ,Scotland.» However, Henry 
having by his will appointed the very 
daughters whom he had ‘catfed tobe 
declared illegitimate, to fucceed him, 


they took place fucceffively of the Q. 


of Seots, by virtue of this will, though 
the neighbouring princes had never 
recognized it: The elevation of Mary 
was quietly permitted, becaufe the was 
an-enemy to the reformation ; but that 
of Elizabeth was fuffered with regret, 
becaufe the was known to be its friend. 
The queen of Scots, therefore, was en- 
couraged to affume the title of queen 
of Enyland and exclude Elizabeth, by 
the very powers who had -filently fuf- 


fered Mary to exclude the queen of g 


Scots. 

The queen of Scots, therefore, and 
her hafband affumed the title of king 
and queen of England; the arms of 
England were. engraven on their coins 
aid plate, and born by them on all 
occafions; preparations alfo were made 
to render this claim effeétual by inva- 
ding England from Scotland, and, in 
order to bring the Scots into the pro- 
ject, it was neceflary to difcourage the 
reformation. A perfecution was there- 
fore begun ; and, though its view was 
merely political, it was carried on with 

reat cruelty, and the whole kingdom 
oon became a fcene of hoftility and 
confafion, during a civil war, in which 
fometimes the Papifts and fometimes 
the Proteftants had the advantage. 

During thefe commotions, on the 
Sth of Fuly, 1559, Henry.of France was 
killed by an accidental wound in a 


tournament, and the dauphin, who had, 


married Mary, fucceeded to his crown 
by the name of Francis II. 

Francis, who had neither parts nor 
experience, fuffered himfelf to be di- 


ants, as to favour the defign of invadin 
England. A cObfiderable bedy of Preach 
forces {oon after entered Scotland which 

ave fuch offence, that thé parliament 
in a full affembly folemnly ‘and unani- 
moufly gave their fuffrages -for depri- 
ving the queen dowager of the place 
of regent, and applied to Elizabeth for 
faccours of men and money, to enable 
them'to enforce their determination. 
This became a’ new fubjeét of hoftili- 
ties between the French and Scots, fup- 
ported by ‘fuccours from England. 

Doring this conteft'the queen dowa- 
ger died, and negociations for a recon- 
ciliation of all parties were fet on foot, 
and a treaty of peace was at length 
fettled by ambafladors from each pows 
er, in which, among other things, it 
was fipulated, that Francis and- Mary 
fhould neither afflume the title; nor 
bear the arms of the king and queen of 
England for any time to'come ; that the 
French forces which had been brought 
into Scotland fhould inftantly be fent 
back, that no foreign troops thould 
ever after be brought into the country 
without the ‘confent: of parliament ; 
and that, during the queen’s abfence, 
the adiminiftrationof government fhould 
be velted in a council of twelve,’ feven 
to be eleéted by the queen, and five by 
parliament, out of 24, which the par- 
liament thould nominate. 

Soon after this treaty had been con- 
cluded, on the 4th of Dec. 1560, Francis 
died without iffue, and left Mary a wi- 


F dow, not quite 18 years of age, who

Medizis, the queen mother, with whom 
fhe had been a competitor for power

Reims, overwhelmed: with perplexity 
and grief. 

She was foon after invited by. a fo- 
lemn deputation to return: to her na- 
tive country, and refume the reins of 
government, which had been’ too. long 
committed to other hands. Mary, tho" 
fhe received the deputy with great con- 
fidence and affeétion, was yet in no 
hatte to return’ to Scotland, but ftill 
fondly lingered in France, not fo — 

rom 
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from any pofiftve enjoyment that re- 
mained, for every poffible means to 
mortify and grieve her were ufed by 
the queen mother, as from an habitual 
attachment tothe place, where the had 
been accuftomed to elegance, fplendor, 
and gaiety, and from the horrid idea 
fhe had conceived of the barbarifm of 
her own country, and the turbulence 
of her fubjects. 

At this time Mary was preffed by E- 
Kzabeth to ratify the article of the late 
treaty, by which the was to engage ne- 
ver to allume the title, or bear the 
arms of queen of England; but this 
Mary artfully declined, fecretly hoping, 
that fome future opportunity would 
offer, when fhe might revive and pro- 
fecute her claim : This was the imme- 
diate caufe of the jealoufy and mifun- 
derftanding between Elizabeth and Ma- 
zy, which continued ever afterwards. 

Mary was now on the point of de- 
parting from France, and the therefore 
fent to requeft a fafe conduét of Eliza- 
beth during her voyage, which lay a- 
long the Engiif coaft; but this requeft, 
which decency alone would have indu- 

one. prince to, grant to anothes, was 
sefufed by Elizabeth, m fuch a manner, 
as gave fufficient reafon to fufpeét Eli-

This ungenerous behaviour of Eli- 
sabeth, filled Mary with indignation, 
but did not retard ber departure from 
France. She was accompanied to Calais, 
the place where the embarked, in a 
manner {uitable to her dignity, as the 
queen of two powerful kingdoms.

All. avatomifts agree that there vis’ a 
confiderable difference between the li- 
ver of an adult, and that‘of'a foetus’; in 
the. latter, this, vifcusis traverfed by, a 
large, vein, called the umbilical vein, 
which conveys to ita liquid prepared by 


the orgams of the mother, and the blood. 


of the. fo:tus mixed with it in the wind- 

ings of the faid vein,is brought from the 

fubftance ot the;liver into the ventricles 
of theheart. 

This vein, whofe roots. are in the pla- 
centa,. and fo ferves for a communica- 
tion between the mother and the infant, 
is not the only one which enters the hi- 
ven; the vena porta does the like,whofe 
xoets are,on the furface of the intef- 
tines, the fomach, &r. of the feetus ; 
and mof certainly conveys blood into 
the hiver, This is the only one which re- 
mains.in the adult. The umbilical vein 
ceales to be fo, foon after the birth, be- 
coming only a fimple ligament. 

The common notion is, that all the 
Ylood brought by the urfbilical vein, 
enters into the finusof the vena porta, 
that a part of this blood: paffes from 
this finus into the .venous canal, and 
from thence into the vena cava, and 
that the reft of it mixed with the blood 
of the finus of the vena porta,pafies with 
it into all, the branches which this finus 
fhoots into the fubftance of the liver.

H E. flower of the Lotus, -which-a- 
dorns the heads of [fs and Orus, 

on the reverfe of a medal of Hadrian’s 
in the above cut, was almoft peculi- 
arly facred to thofe two Zgyptian dei- 
ties, Tt has, however, the misfortune 
of lofing more than half its beauties 
with many, becaufe they are ignorant 
of the meaning ofthis attribute. For 
as,when the reverfes of medals, or other 
monuments of antiquity, that exprefs 
to us any allegorical deities, do clearly 
reveal to us the myftic knowledge they 
contain, no fpecies of learning can be 
found more pleafing and inftraétives 
fo, on the other hand, if the devices re- 
main obfcure or unintelligible, what 
are they but meer blanks or chimeras, 
affording neither curiofity nor enter- 
tainment. They therefore, ‘who have 
a tafte for difquifitions of this kind, will 
find, that of all rational amufements, 
which tend to improve, and refine the 
human _ underftanding, none give us 
more noble ideas of man’s benevolence, 
or his public fpirit, than what is to"be 
met with on the reverfes of antient 
coins, when once they aré thoroughly 
underftood. They reprefenttheir prin- 
ces and great men in their moft glorious 
charaéters, exhibiting them as public 
bleffings, and the greateft benefactors of 


mankind. 


H. Thus then, if we would have 4 true 


knowledge of medals, we muft confidér 
their reverfes. as denoting their mean- 
ing, 1/, by reprefentation, 2dly, by fym- 
bols, 3dly, by hieroglyphies ;. thefe: be- 
ing the charatteriitics, whereby the an- 
tients 
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tients wefe wort to record their public 
benefaétions, together with the virtues 
of their heroes, on medals. 

The device | undertake to.explain is 
the flower. on the head of Jfs, and sn 
the:hand of Oras, without concerning 
myfelf-with any other partot the medal 5 
and’this I confider, not. as it was recel- 
Ved:by. the Romans in the reign of \the 
Emperor Hadrian, but as it was under- 
ftood by the. Mgyptians in the earliett 
ages, even on the canonization of thole 
deities.

tige remaining of ifs -firft and original 
fate. Jfis is reprefented on this: re- 
verfe as fitting oh. a chair of ftate, with 
a flower of. the #otus on her head, and 
her fon Orusfitting.on her lap naked, 
withr the fame flower on his head, with 
along. ftelk andsa flower at its extremi- 
ty, in bisdeft Hand, which I fhall endea- 
vour to‘prove, by: analogy, to be the 
flalk and flower of the /ocus.

refene genius. from the thackles of - 
dantry and eriticifm. He fuppofes that 
critics, grammarians, and rhetorician 
whom he places in the fame rank with 
fophifts and commentators, ‘have béen 
the ruin of polite learning, . as .well.an- 
tient asmodern. In the dawn of {tierce 
he confefles that they are not intirely 


G ufelefs; but, he fays, that even then they 


rather mark the progrefs of learning, 
than contribute to its improvement, 
and that, in the meridian of fcience, 
they are fatal. It may however be 
queftioned what fcience is here nieant.: 
If the fciences of grammar and rheto> 
ric, by whom can they be improved, but 


BH by grammarians & rhetoricians? What 


is to produce the progrefs which thefe on: 
ly mark ? If he means arithmetit, geo- 
mieti'y,lagic, mafic, or aftronomy, the 
gram- 
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grammarian and rhetorician are quite 
Oat of the queftion. * He fuppofes alfo, 
thatiwhén literatare is ‘grown old it na- 
tirally'falls into decays a parddox which 
He hasho where fufficiently explained. 
“He'obferves indeed very juftly, that 
woiks of genius thould be judged 
by “feeling, and not byrale; but it does 
frot follow that what is felt to be'a 
work of genius, muft neceflarily be fiich 
as would be condemned by rule; tiei- 
ther can the Rohiaeiataatieerey mere rule 
teyent’a work of genius from being 
fait if it is fuch as he whiojudges from 
mere feeling would commend ; rior yet 
Goes it feem probable that a genitis able 
to exact the approbation of our feeling 
willlofé this power by a‘conformity to 
rulé, ‘at leaft not by theknowledge of 
rules, which he may thifR fit to violate, 
What then has polite litérattire, or ra- 


ther what has genius to'fear from fuch C be unqualified’ for “a ’ courfer: 


criticifm “as is contained in Fournals des 
Sca@vans, Reviews, and “Magazines, to 
Which. this author” imputes its “de- 
dine’? ‘In‘an age when @ fmattering of 
literary knowledge is almoft univerfal, 
books * wilf neceffarily multiply ‘into a 
nuifance, and the reviewer and maga- 
zinér; who configns them to oblivion, 
deferyes at leaft the fame commendati- 
on as the fcavenger who removes the 
mire of the ftreets to a lay ftall; tho’ it 
be confeifed that as, in this refpect, he 
las not a much more honourable office, 
he has nota right to much more dil- 
tinétion. The critic indeed may ex- 
aggerate faults. and fupprefs beauties, 
by which’ even that degree of fuccefs, 
which is deferved by authors of a middle 
or doubtfull rank’ may be prevented, 
for thofe of the firft clafs he cannot 
hort, and there can be no doubt that 
this practice is not only cruel but dif- 
honest, becaufe it is fraudulently taking 
away the property of another; a ipecies 
of robbery that has many peculiar ag 
gravations.’

All objeéts, fays he, affeét-us with 
pleafure, either by immediately grati- 
fying the fenfes, or by being' thought 
capable of making other bjétts gratify 
them. The firft pleafure arifes'tiom the 
beauty of the objeét, the fecondtrom 
its ufe; a guinea produces thefirk by its 
régalar figure and fhiniitg coleut.}/ the 
fécorid by its ufe, as the infttument of 
protuting other objeéts that give imme- 
diate 


























diate pleafurei be then infers,that acapa- 
‘city, to receive thefe pleafures from na- 
tural objects may, be called tafte; sand 
that,.asthe.polite arts, in all. their wari- 
“ety, are, onlysimitations of nature, he 
mut mof excel -in.them who .is able to 
-excite-the. mot vivid. perceptions». of 
beauty {and ufetulmefs ; therefore, Says 
he, Fate, in writing, is the exhibition 
of theyreateft quantity of beauty and 
ufe. . Phe. fir inaccuracy, in this ar- 
gument, is theufe of the word Tafte in 
one part of it, for a capacity, and in a- 
nother, forvan act: The. fecond ,is the 
fuppofition that a good writer exhibits 
no beauty but that of mere fenfible ob- 
jects. . If writing, as.a polite art,was the 
mere exhibition of fuch fentible: objects 
as a guinea,perhaps the autbor’s conclu- 
fion. might follow from his premifes,tho’ 
even then it fhould be remembered that 
the contemplation of a guinea, without 
appropriating it, will produce the plea- 
fure {uppofed to arife from a knowledge 
of its ufe, inia very languid degree, if at 
all-;-but if- he cannot fhew that ali which 
pleafes,in Shakefpear’s Lear, arifes from 
the, beauty and ufe of fome fenfible ob- 
ject-of the fame. kind as a guinea,which 
Shakefpear has exhibited by his {kill in 
writing, asa polite art, his conclufion 
wikl not follow from his premifes. Having 
given this.account of Tafte, his next in- 
terence, is,, that the perfection of tale 
proceeds from a knowledge of what.is 
beautifuland ufeful; that criticifm pro- 
feffes to encreafetaite,; but that our tafte 
cannot? be, encreafed: with regard to 
beauty,becaufe our. perceptions of beau- 
ty are coeval with the fenfes, and moft 
vivid -in infancy. However, after he 
has told us, whether by the.increa(le of 
tafte he means the encreale of a capa- 
city, Or-of an.exhibition, he will do, well 
to. enquire;;whether there is not, a fpe- 
cies of beauty which is the object of 
tafte as a faculty of the mind,, befides 
that of which.the perception, 1s.coeval 
with-the fenfes, and moit vivid in, in- 


cy. 

It will be readily allowed, that criti- 
cifm cannot encreafe taite as.a faculty, 
but perhaps it may encreafe that which 
is the object.of the faculty,.for that is 
- allo.called tafte ; as we jay, with refpect 
to. the-mere animal fenfe, that fugar 
hasia fweet taite, and. that’our tafte dif- 
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tribute. Criticifm may thew what ruies 
have been, viglated, when true, talte, 
without knowing,the rule, or retort 
on, its violation, has been difg ed. tt 
may alfo thew ;what rules. have, beea 
fulhiled,.. when.true tafte has been 
‘tified. Thus aflandard may be eftabhihe 
ed toa certain degree, and thofe who 
write under the direction of true tafte, 
may, by aknowledge of the rules, know 
how far it has carried them right by, 
ihorter way, and where, it having fail 
them, they, have wandered out.of the 
path. This author has from his notion 
of beauty and ufe deduced anew and 
tanciful difficulty of writing well, As 
the artift, fays he, to.give vivid conce 
tions muft, be per{picuous and concife, 
and yet to exhibit ulefulnefs requires 
minutenels; two oppofite qualities are 
required in the writer, in one of which 
his imagination, in the other his reafon- 
ing faculty is every moment liable to 
offend: Bat ;as,this feems to fuppofe, 
all writing to, be merely the exhibition 
of fenfible.objects, it is unneceflary to 
confider it farther: tho’ in the mere ex- 
hibition of; fenfible objects, , it is, nét 
jut, for perfpicuity is equally neceflany 
with refpeét both to beauty and ufe:; 
and tho’ paffion is: beft, moved by ‘quick 
and fudden tranjitions, yet vivid per- 
ceptions of beauty, in the objects of 
mere fenfe,are in general produced fog- 
. cibly and effectually, in proportion as 
the defcription is,minute apd circum- 
ftantial. sels

Bferving the uncommon anxiety

Gen. Forbes, and the bad 

intelligence they feem to have in Ex- 
gland both of him and his operations, 

I could not avoid. writing to you upon 

that fubject. Ricerche? 
In the month of May1758, he arrived 

at Philadelphia with his Brigade’ Major, 
and an army upon paper, artillery to 
be fent from England, provincial troops 
to be raifed when they ought to Have 
taken the field, Col. Montgomery's 'tegi- 
ment to be brought from South-Capolina,

Our 
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Onr general was obliged to fend the 
quarter-mater- general, and feveral affif- 
tants with him, to Philadelphia, to re- 
medy. this evil, if poffible, 

_, He wrote letters to the principal men 
in the afflembly, craving their affiftance, 
and.an alteration in the law with re- 
gard to carriages. Arguments. were 
ufed drawa both from the public caufe, 
and private friendfhip; and he being 
pretty well with them, a law was pai- 
fed ordering waggoners to be paid ac- 
cording to the quantity, they carried, 
and not by days; upon which a very 
confiderabie fupply arrived at Racflown. 

Parties all this while were employed, 
with a ftrong armed force to cover thein, 
to cut, and make the roads, which was 
the employment of our little army, be- 
fides ordinary duties, for fome hun- 
dreds of miles. 

Rainy weather came on ; the roads 
over the Allegancy and Lawrel Hills, be- 
came deep, nay, almoit impradticable, 
for carriages of any fort; and the re- 
mainder or our artillery, which had but 
jut reached Fort Bedjord, could not 
move forward. 

The tranfporting of provifions was 
now fo difficult that the commanding 
officers at Fort Ligonier were obliged to 
fend all the baggage horfes of the offi- 
cers, &c. down to Raefown for flower 
and other provifions. 

Intelligence was now wanted, Col. 
Boquet, whofe attention to bulinefs was’ 


- very clofe, was determined to fend no 


more provincials a fcouting; therefore 
ordered Major Grant of the Highlanders , 
with feven hundred men (three hundred 
Highlanders, the cet Americans, Virgini- 
ans, and Penfylvanians) to march to 
Fort Duguefne, and attack in the night 
time the Indian fires, and in fhort every 
thing without the fort, 

The major coduéted the march fo that 
the furprize was compleat, and the en- 
terprize muft have fucceeded, but for 
an abfolute difobedience of orders in a 
provincial officer, the night they reached 
the Obie; and by this man’s quitting 
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powerful body of French and Indiuns to 
attack our pott at Layal» Hannning, 
They made different efforts; but.were 
as often repulfed by lofs; and under 
the cover of the night thought. proper 
toretire. Finding fome horfes-in the 

A woods, they fent a party to.carry them 
off, while the main body was employed , 
in the attack; and this was all the 
damage we fuftained, 

The feafon was now far advanced, 
the difficulty of tran{porting provifions 
rather encreafed; the queftion was, what 

B was to be done next. 

The general called his field officers 
together, lay’d the ftate of atfairs before 
them, Sed é heir various opinions; but 
determined to prefecute his original 
plan, from which be never oncedeviated.: 

In the mean time, Monfieur Dela- 

C aril, finding his Indians ftaggering, by 
means of a treaty with the Odto and o- 
ther Indians, fent all his Indians, and as 
many French as he cculd {pare, to de- 
ftroy all our guards, horfes, cattle, and 
in fhort the poft itleif if poflible. 

But Gen, Forbes having intelligence 

D Of their march, fent parties to recon- 
noitre them, catched a prifoner or two 
in the woods, and immediately ordered, 
as the moft expeditious method, one 
hundred volunteers from each corps to 
turn out and attack them, which they 
did, and a fart engagement enfued in 
the woods ; the enemy were obliged to 
fly, and fave themfelves under cover 
ofthenight. It beingdark, anunlucky 
miitake had like to have happened in 
the woods, by fome Highlanders and 
Virginians firing wpon each other 5 but 
the error was difcovered and no harm 
done. 

Soon after this, twelve hundred men 
were fent forward to cover a party em-~ 
ployed in cutting the roads. The ge- 
neral with his little army followed in 
his litter, and within about thirty miles 
of the enemy this advanced party and 
he joined. rties were again fentout 
to cut the roads, and we at laft took 
pot, within about twelve miles of the 


his poft next morning, the party was in G enemy, on advantageous ground, where,

But none, of .thefe thips arriving before 
the commodore was obliged to leave the 
ftation, by, orders from his majefty, to re- 
pair firft to, Bofion, and then to .Famaica; it 
was not in,bis power.to try Capt. Crook/banks 
at Louifbourg, ashe intended. 

It. appears, bythe commodore’s letter to 
the admiralty, that.he did not give his opi- 
nion of the tranfaction. otherwife than by 
referring to,Capt. Erjiine’s account, and if 
he had no prejudice conceived againft Capr. 
Crookfhanks, by.perfons inEngland could have 
infivenced, his tryal at Jamaica, - 

it.appears, by .an authentic letter, that 
the admiralty had iffued an order to try 
Capt. Crookjbenks,.in confequence of a com- 
piaint exhibited againft him. hy Lieutenant 

¢, before, the commodore’s account of 
Capt. Exjfeine’s complaint againit him for 
the fame faét;could have come to hand. 

It was not.in, the commodore’s power 
to try. Capt. Crookfbanks at Roflon, for. want 
of a; fuffiicient number of captains for a 
court. martial, as.appears by an account of 
the fleet .then tranfmicted by him to. the 
admiralty. 

The commodore, when he. was off 4s- 
tigua, in profecution of the: orders he had 
received, difpatched, a letter..to the com- 
manding officer there, ta callin all.the poft 
captains for the trial of Capt, Crook/banks, 
which was the firft opportunity he had of 
fummoning a court martial after his de- 
parture from Louif/bourg, 

The day after the commodore joined the 
fquadron ftationed at the Leeward Ifands. 
under the command of Mr Pocock, he or- 
dered Hughes, who commanded . the 
fhip which had Capt. Crook/banks on board, 
to give.him notice for tryal, which he fup- 
pofed would have been done as, he intend- 
ed it by ,.way of, meffage ;. but the captains 
being,.afflembled, they reprefented to, the 
commodore, the inconvenience that would 

» attend the-holding the court martial at fea, 
and the obftruétions which-it might occa- 
fien. to bis majefty's fervice : the commo- 
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dore, in confequence of fuch.reprefenta- . 
tions, and not with any,view to diftrefs 
Capt. Crook/hanks, thought. proper.to »pott- 
pone the trial til) he into, port, of 
which he acquainted the admigalty, among 
other things, by letter. sAsdbndiay hl 
Capt.. Crook/hanks's. complaintyof xemifl- 
nefs in not taking depofitions at Lowioourg, 
and during 93 days, whigh:elapfed between 
their leaving Boffon andfeparating.from. Mr 
Pocock, is founded upon. bis.ignorance of 
the nature and wfage .of courts martial : 
for, 17. AM affidavits takem at. Louifiourg. 
or Bofton, would have been, ufelefs if, the 
court martial was not. affembied, there. 
2dly, No depofition can be legally read in 
thofe courts, except the perfoms are per- 
fonally prefent to fwear to them...And, 
3dly, If Mr Pocock had held the court mar- 
tial with the captains of his fquadron,: Mr 
Kirk, the perfon employed to. take the.de- 
pofitions, might not have. been judge advo- 
cate, and then none.of.the depofitions ta- 
ken by-him would have been. valid... The 
commodore, on the fecond, day after ;his 
arrival at-Fameica, where he foynd.a com- 
miffion, appointing him rear admiral of,the 
White, gave.orders to Capt. Dent, to afflem- 
ble a court martial to try Capt. Grookjbanks, 
and fooner it could not be done. ' 
The court was held on board the Corzqail, 
and. not on, board the. Canterbury, not-to 
deprive Capt, Crookfognks of the right.of 
confronting his adverfary, but .becaufe the 
cabbin of the Canterbury was too {mall for 
the purpofe,: Befides, if thecourt had been 
held on board that thip, Capt, EyfRine. could 
not have appeared at the court, martial,. as 
he was confined to his bed with,a broken 
arm ; however, to clear the admiral at 
once of this charge, the choice of the fhip 
was not with him, but with the prefident. 
The court confifted of Digby Dent, E(q; 
prefident, and the captains Rentone, Holmes, 
Taylor, Chadwick, Graves,..dandrews, and 
Clarke. It,is,inGinuated, that the admiral 
craftily and partially fent. fome other cap- 
tains out of the way,; but the faét is, the 
gentlemen who compofed the court were 
chofen, not only becaufe they were the fe- 
nior captains, but bhecaufe their. thips were 
not ready for fervice; and fo far from 
keeping any other thip in port, merely to 
try Capt. Crookfhanks, the admiral makes no

He therefore gave orders for ali his. troops 
in the neighbourhood to.affembic, and ha- 
ving chofen a convenient -fituation, deter- 
mined to wait the event; on the other fide 
Prince Ferdinand called, in his detachments, 
which he ordered te. joim. him by the oth 
inftant.. By a lift of his army, which feems 
prety near the truth, it wasifaid to be com~ 
pofed of all the Hefian cavalry and infantry, 
of all the Brunjqwic battalions, 10 fquadrons 
of Prufian dragoons, 3 regiments of Englifh 
horfe, and of 7 battalions and 6 fquadrons 
of Haneverian dragoons ;. making. in all 
yooa men, the reft of the troops being 
tioned in the country about Mdunfter, ex- 
Fg 7 or 8000 men in the electorate 
Hanover. das 
On the 10th inftant, Pr., Ferdinand with 
his army marched by. Freyenfleinau and Bu- 
dinges to Windeken, where he arrived the 
12th. On the 13th his ferene highnefs 
marched to Bergen, a village fituated he- 
tween Francfort and Hanau, where the 
French occupied a very ftrong poft, which 
it was neceflary to get. poffeffion of, in or- 
der to. come at the enemy’s line, The ar- 
my arrived, at nine in the morning, oppo- 
fite that of the enemy, and the grenadiers 
of the advanced guard immediately began 


the attack upon Bergen with great in 
dity, and received a very brifk fire, w 

the enemy had prepared for. them; and 
tho’ they were fupported by a reinforce- 
ment. of feveral battalions under Prince 
Tenbourg’s command, yet. they could. not 
carry their point fo far as to diflodge the 
enemy entirely from the village,. being 
forced to retreat in fome diforder ; but ral- 
lied again upon being fupported by the 
Hefian horfe,. The reft of the day pafied in 
a cannonade on both fides, without any 
ground being gained.on.ecither, His fe- 
reng highnefs, not being able to fucceed in 
forcing the enemy in their poft, returned to 
Windeken, after having given orders for bu- 
rying the dead, and carrying off the wound- 
ed, The lofs on the fide of the allied army 
is. not particularly known, but it is fuppo- 
fed, it does not exceed that of 1000. men, 
Five pieces of cannon were loft, having 
been.left in the village. Prince Jenbourg is 
among the flain ; and, the Generals Gidfoe, 
and Ct Schulembourg among the wounded, 

This is the accouut publithed.in the Lon- 
don Gaxette, which, differs in.nothing. mate- 
rial from that fent by Marthal Brogho tothe 
French minifter at the Hague, the tranilation 
of which is as follows > 

** The Duke de Broglio being informed 
that the allied army, was marching towards 
him, took poft on the, 12th near the village 
of Bergen, which he.made the right of .his 
army ; and, at the, fametime, fecured his 
fianks and center in fuch a manner, that 
the enemy. might be obliged to make their. 
attack by that village. . They came.in fight 
on the..13th at ten.inthe morning: They. 
had made their difpofitions under cover ofa 
vifing, ground: They came out at 10 0” 
clock, and attacked the village with,the ut- 
moft vivacity., Eight German battalions had 
been pofted in it in the preceeding night 5 
and behind the Duke de. Broglio placed {cve- 
ral brigades of Fretch foot. . ' 

*¢ The enemy made.three attacks in.the 
fpace.of two. hours, and. a-half, and were 
each time repulfed. After remaining fome 
time behind the rifing ground, that covered 
their difpofitions in the morning, they made 
another attempt, feparating their infantry 
into two bodies, one on the right, and the 
other on the left, whilft their cavalry form- 
ed in, the center, with a fmallcolumn of 
infantry before it. , 

‘©, We now imagined that they intended 
to attack, at one time, both the village. of 
Bergen.and the wood on ourleft, where the 
whole body of Saxons was placed ; and if 
one of thefe attacks fhould.fucceed, after- 
wards to fall on our center, This was the 
more probable, as they had brought upa 
great number of cannon agaiuft the village, 


with which they cannonaded it brifkly ; and , 
as they had alfo feveral pieces on the right, , 


with which they cannonaded the ae of 
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the wood where the volunteers were pofted, 
Neverthelefs, ‘they did not return to the 
charge ; and nothing happened during the 
reft of the day, but a very brifk cannona- 
ding, that latte till night, which they 
waited for, to make theirretreet. 

*€ The Duke de Broglio writes on the r4th, 
at five in the morning, that the detachment 
fent in purfuit of the enemy had not re- 
joined the army, and that he did not know 
which way they had direéted their retreat. 

** Deferters affirm, that their army con- 
fitted of 40,000 men, and that the Pr. of 
Tembourg is killed. Our lofs is confide- 
rable.” 

It does not appear from either of the a- 
bove accounts, that any material advantage 
has been gained by this attack to the allies, 
ortotheenemy. Had the allies fucceeded, 
that part of Germany would have been freed 
from the oppreffions of war during the reft 
of the campaign, and the country of Hefe 
would have had time to recover itfelf from 
the calamities it has fuffered. But as this 
attempt for its deliverance has failed, it 
muft be content to fuffer in common with 
other countries that happen unfortunately 
to be the fcene of action. 

The greateft part of the Auftrians which were 
upon the herders of Saxony, having marched 
towards the frontiers of Si/efa and the empire, 
Pr, Henry formed a defign of driving fach of 
them as ftill remained in Bobemja beyond the 
Eger,and feizing the magazines which theene- 
my had upon the £ie, and in their late quar- 
ters ; and accordingly the Pruffians entered Bo- 
bemia the rsth int, One column marched to- 
wards Peterfwa/d:,and another under the com- 
mand of Gen, Hulfen, towards ——— and Co- 
motiau. The van guard of that which marched 
to Peterfwalde found the eminence behind the 
village fortified by a redoubt, before whichia 
confiderable number of felled trees were laid, 
defended by 600 Croats, and fome Hungarian 
infantry: This pafs was forced,-anda major 
and about 30 men were made prifoners, and 15 
of the enemy were left dead upon the fpot. The 
time neceflaty for cleatinga way for the paf- 
fage of the troops, facilitated the enemy’s ré¢- 
treat, & gave the alarm to their quarters. The 
van-guard divided into two bodies,one of which 
tharched to Aufig, and the other to Toplitz, 
but the enemy retired on all fides, with the ur- 
moft precipitation, The magazine at Au/ffi 
was deftroyed, and all the boats on the Elbe 
were burat. The van-guard joined again on the 
16th at Wellmina, All the meal and forage 
which the enemy abandoned at Lobofchutz and 
Leitmeritz was {eized, and all the boats and the 
bridge, which the Au/frians-had lately: built 
there, were burnt. Gen, Huifen, on his part; 
found the pafs of Paffeberg defended by a body 
of Croats, and. by the regiments of Koningfeck 
and Andiau. Thecavairy, which pafled thro” 
Prefnitz, attacked theevemy in the rear, atthe 
fame time that they were attacked by the in= 
fantry, who drove the Au/rians out of all their 
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intrenchments. Gen. Renard, with §1 officers 
and 2000 men were fade prifohers, 3 pair of 
colours, 2 ftandards,and 3 pieces of cannon Were 
taken. The Pruffiaas had only 70 men killed 
and wounded in the attack of Paffeberg, 

On the rath inftant, his Prufian majefty 
fixed the head quarters at Land/but ; the troops 
that were behind had orders likewife to a@- 
vance, and re cantoned in the villages in the 
mountains along the frontier of Siiefz. The 
right of the Aufirian army was at the fame 
time at Braunau, and the left extended to 
Gabel. 

While the horrors of war are raging eve- 
ry whére round them, the Dutch enjoy a 
perfeé tranquillity ; but fo little do they 
regard the bleffings they enjoy, and fo lit- 
tle fenfible are they of their own happinefs, 
that the turbulent fpirits who direct their 
meafures, are taking all imaginable pains to 
precipitate therm into a ruinous and bloody 
naval war. We have already confidered the 
point in difpute in every light itcan be re- 
prefented ; and, the ftates thémifelves, 
wearied with remonftrances, replications, 
and! reyoinders, have determined at laft to 
fend a folemn deputation to England, to af~ 
fert the rights of the republick. M. Bo- 
reel, M. Vander Poll, and M, Meerman, ate 
nominated for this fervice. In the mean 
time,the temper the Dutch are in may be ga- 
thered from the preamble to theeftimate de- 
livered to their high mightineffes by the 
council of ftate of the charge of the 25 men 
of war which they have already voted for 
the protection of their trade. 

High and Mighty Lord:, 

«© If ever your high mightineffes took a 
refolution, that caufed a general fatisfaétion 
to the fubjeéts of the ftate, it was certainly 
that on the 26th of February, by which you 
ordained an extraordinary equipment of 2g 
fhips of war and frigates, for the effettuat 
proteétion of our navigation and commerce} 
in which;.as it is the fource of our profpe- 
rity, every one is interefted.”" @c. 

The eftiniate was fent the famé day to 
the refpe&tive provinces, with a letter front 
the ftates-general, beginning thus : 

Nobié'and Mighty Lords, 

“As there is dt prefent a fea war bes 
tween Great Britain and France, the two 
moft powerful neighbours to this ftate, an 
which is not likely to be brought foon to 4 
period ; and as many of the good fubje&ts 
of this ftate have, during thefe troubles, 
fuffered great jofles by the teizure of their 
fhips, it would be inexcufable to cotitinue 
longer ina¢tive, and forbear taking effe&tuab 
meafures for fending to fea a fufficient 
number of veffels to prote& our commerce;
